Our Schools?

On May 28 the Agawam 
School Committee conducted 
a hearing under Chapter 71, 
Section 42 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, 
for the proposed dismissal of 
Jeanne Carter “for conduct 
unbecoming a teacher, in that 
Mrs. Carter has engaged in 
unprofessional involvment in 
the private lives of students 
and their parents.” 

Attending the hearing were 
John Teehan, attorney, 
representing the school 
committee; John Quirk, at¬ 
torney, representing Mrs. 
Carter; Mr. Carter and 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Robert M. Gardner. Two 
representatives of the 
Agawam Education 
Association were in at¬ 
tendance as observers. 

School Committee members 
are Frank R. Locke, chair¬ 
man; Walter A. Balboni, 
Venetta L. Snyder, Richard F. 
Borgatti, Thomas J. Ennis, 
Donald J. Charest, and 
Roberta G. Doering. 

Pursuant to the May 28 
hearing, held at the Agawam 
Junior High School, the 
hearing was continued on May 
29, June 4 and June 13. 

On June 27 the school 
committee voted for dismissal 
of the teacher. The vote was 


unanimous. 

The route of the dismissal is 
not easily understood. The 
events that led to the school 
committee’s decision are 
complicated and cir¬ 
cumlocutory. 

When did it begin? Why? 
Where will it end? 

A statement, made to the 
Agawam Citizen by Frank 
Locke, chairman of the school 
committee, that “it was a 
matter on which action was 
taken and that is the end of it,” 
is lacking in completeness.

It is the beginning - all over 
again - for Jeanne Carter. 
Attorney John Quirk has filed 
an appeal on her behalf in 
Superior Court. 

“It’s all public record, it’s 
all at the school,” according to 
Walter A. Balboni, a school 
committee member. 

It is not all public record. 
Dr. Gardner, on behalf of the 
School Committee, notified 
Mr. Quirk in early May, that 
the school committee had 
designated a private hearing. 
Yet, the first time an official 
vote was taken - by the school 
committee - was at the 
hearing on May 28. It is not all 
at the schools...it is in the 
minds and conversations of 
many. It is in the hearts of 


some...especially a great 
l number of Jeanne Carter’s 
1 former students at the high 
, school, who feel there was a 
; “conspiracy to get rid of her” 
, one way or another. The talk is 
f of bitter divisive among 
t friends; anger toward the 
t school administration and 
t school committee; rumors, 
i opinion and bias. And there 
; are a number of people who 
are in agreement with the 
: manner in which the hearings 
were conducted and the 
charges that brought about 
the teacher’s dismissal. 

What is the role of the school 
committee in public 
education? What are the 
duties of the Superintendent of 
Schools and his staff? What 
part does the parent or town 
resident play in the public 
school system? 

The concern for public 
education in Massachusetts 
has been outstanding since the 
first colonial settlement. 

The Bay State, more than 
any state in the country, is 
credited with many ‘firsts” in 
public education. 

Massachusetts established 
the first public school - in 
Boston in 1635. The first two 
school laws in the New World 
were established in the colony 
in the 1640’s. And, between 
1821 and 1852, the first high 
school, the first training 
school for teachers; the first 
compulsory school-attendance 
law, and the first State Board 
of Education. 

Perhaps Horace Mann, the 
first secretary of the State 
Board of Education, who 
labored against both op¬ 
position and apathy in the 
interest of public education, 
would have his job all cut out 
for him if he lived in Agawam 
today. 

Throughout the history of • 
our country, there have 
always been those with faith in 
the value of education. Much 
of the traditional interest in 
public education had its 
beginnings in colonial 
Massachusetts. The structure 
of American education, with 
its emphasis of lay control, 
and independence from other 
governmental units was 
framed in our state. 

In 1642 the colonial 
legislature passed the first 
law relating to education, and 
that statute required all 
parents to see that their 
children were taught certain 
subjects. Then five years 
later, in 1647, a second law 
was passed requiring all 
towns of 50 or more families to 
hire a teacher and pay him out 
of public funds. Thus the

BIG E ADDS TO 
CRAFT PROGRAM 


Quilting, an heirloom handicraft which has been revived by 
today’s craftsmen, will be a new addition to this year’s 
“Crafts Adventure”, to be held at the Eastern States Ex¬ 
position on Thursday, September 5. The Exposition has 
featured a rugging bee as its crafts event for the past few 
years and decided to expand its format for 1974. Mrs. Helen 
Bardwell, Creative Crafts Director at the Exposition, said 
that her department has received so many requests for 
quilting that it was decided to add this craft as well as canvas 
embroidery to the already existing rug categories. 

The “Craft Adventure” program will be held in the 
Storrowton Village area on the Exposition Grounds located in 
West Springfield, Mass. The day will include contests, 
exhibits of handmade items, demonstrations of crafts and a 
featured speaker. Teachers of the three craft categories will 
be on hand to answer questions. Judges will be announced at 
a later time. All are competent and well-known in their 
specialty. 

Quilting has grown in popularity so much over the past 
three years that many adult education programs feature this 
course of study. Also, many clubs, churches, neighborhood 
groups are working jointly on quilt projects. The techniques 
taught today are those traditional ones used on the finest 
examples of antique quilts, created by the exacting craft¬ 
smen of Colonial times. Although today’s sewers might do 
some of the work by machine, much hand work is still 
necessary. 

Fabrics used today are quite different than those used by 
our ancestors. Todays’ fabrics are more durable and 
colorful. They are easily laundered and the filling is designed 
for washability. Many historic patterns are still used by 
quiltmakers, featuring geometric and floral designs but often 
we find todays’ craftsmen creating their own original 
designs. With the choices in techniques, fabrics and colors 
available today, modern quilts will truly become beautiful 
heirlooms for tomorrow.

The Commonwealth allowed 
the towns to continue local 
operation of the schools until 
1826 , when the legislature 
created the school committee 
as the local agency by which 
the state’s function and 
responsibility for education of 
the youth would be carried 
out. 

The prime source of 
authority for the school 
committee to determine 
educational policy is, as 
stated, the legislature. In a 
broad sense, a state 
legislature is the “state school 
board.” Although the 
legislature has delegated this 
responsibility to municipal 
and regional school com¬ 
mittees, it has not been a 
complete delegation of such 
authority. Annually as the 
legislature meets to consider 
and enact laws, it passes laws 
concerning education which 
are binding on school com¬ 
mittees. From time to time it 
has authorized investigations 
and studies. Thus continuing 
and ultimate authority to 
determine educational policy 
is with the legislature, a lay 
group. 

Accordingly, the ultimate 
policy-making power is in the 
legislature, and the day-to-day 
policy-making power is in the 
local school committee. 

Section 37, Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws states: “It shall 
have general charge of all the 
public schools, including the 
evening high schools, and of 
vocational schools and 
departments when not 
otherwise provided for. It may 
determine, subject to this 
chapter, the number of weeks 
and the hours which such 
schools shall be in session, and 
may make regulations as to 
attendance therein.” 

By his candidacy the school 
committee member, 
presumably, indicates his 
willingness to serve his 
community. 

Opportunities for such 
willingness are always 
present and there is always 
the opportunity for diservice. 
The extent to which the school 
committee member accepts 
and fulfills his role in helping 
to determine educational 
policy depends primarily on 
his intelligence and integrity. 
The extent to which any school 
committee member will carry 
put his duty, other than at¬ 
tending committee meetings, 
fs up to the individual. There is 
no educational requirement, 
no legal requirement for 
preparation to become a 
school committee member.
